This is a decision on the petition filed February 26, 2010, that is seeking to expunge information 
identified in the instant petition, "from any and all of (a) the prosecution history, (b) the 
published patent application, and (c) the issued patent." 

The petition to expunge is DISMISSED. 

The material being sought to be expunged forms part of the original disclosure. A petition to 
expunge a part of the original disclosure must be filed under 37 CFR 1.183, since such a request 
requires a waiver of the requirements of 37 CFR 1.59(a). Petitions under 37 CFR 1.183 should be 
directed to the Office of Petitions. The petition must explain why justice requires waiver of the 
rules to permit the requested material to be expunged. See Manual of Patent Examining 
Procedure (MPEP) § 7 2 4. 05 (IV). In seeking the expungement, petitioner states, "[h]owever, the 
undersigned has been requested by the OED to pursue removal of the material in order to bring 
the case into compliance with MPEP 608.0 l(r). Accordingly, the undersigned respectfully 
petitions the Office to expunge the identified material." The instant petition is not accompanied 
by a copy of the directive from OED. 

The rules and statutory provisions governing the operations of the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office require payment of a fee on filing each petition. In this instance, the petition under 37 
CFR 1.183 requires a fee under 37 CFR 1.17(f) that is currently $400. The petition in the 
above-identified application was not accompanied by payment of the required fee. No 
consideration on the merits can be given that petition until the required fee is received. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must include a cover letter entitled "Renewed 
Petition under 37 CFR 1.183". This is not a final agency action within the meaning of 5 U.S.C. 
§ 704.
